THB EAGAN roiTRT IUAHTIAL. 


Ifet Session In Oie Ebbtit House Parlors 


Today. Hie Pleaded Not Guilty 


to Kadi Cbarge.

Special dispatches, Washington, Jan. 25. 


The board of army officers designated 


to sit in the court iriartial case of 
Eag-an, charged with conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and gentleman, and con- 
duct prejudice 
to good order and 


military discipline in connection with 
his testimony before the war investi- 
gating commission, met in the parlor 
of the Ebbltt House, at 10 o'clock this 
morning, and immediately proceeded 
to business. Gen Wesley Merritt, the 
president of the court, sat at the head 
of the long table, and all the members 
were dressed in' full uniform, Eagan 
also. Eagan with counsel, A. S. "Worth- 
ington, occupied a seat near the Judge 
Advocate. 


General Eagan said he had no ob- 


jections to any member of the court, 
and the charges and specifications were 
then read. Eagan showed no signs of 
nervousness, but the expressions of his 
face clearly indicated that he realized 
that the trial involved consequences 
to him of the gravest character, and 
he was very -pale. He pleaded not 
guilty to each charge, and to the speci- 
fications pleaded not guilty, not deny- 
ing however, that the specifications 
set forth correctly a part of the lan- 
guage used. The judge advocate then 
said the case was a. peculiar one, but 
presented no unusual-difficulties. He 
did not think' General' Eagan's plea 
relieved the court from the* necessity 
of proving the facts alleged. 
Judge 


Worthington responded and said the 
specifications did the accused great 
injustice, as it selected particular ex- 
pressions without giving the context, 
and in some instances the specifications 
quoted began in the middle of a sen- 
tence. He said the substance of Gen- 
eral Eagan's defense wiould be that 
he was protected in using that lan- 
guage by the laws of the land, and in 
addition bad the solmen promise of 
the president that witnesses would be 
given imunity Whatever they might 
testify to. In addition 
he had the 


greatest provocation and the language 
used was a natural outburst of an 
honest man suffering1 under unjust 
accusation. 


At 10.50 o'clock word came from the 


White House that the president would 
receive the members of the court be- 
tween 11 and 12 o'clock. Thereupon 
General Merritt announced __ the court 
jvould take a recess for the purpose 
of paying their respects to the presi- 
dent of the United States. 
On re- 


assembling at 11.30 q'clock 
a few 


minutes was given to a photographer 
in which to take a picture of the court. 
Then Major S. C. Mills was called to 
testify on behalf of the government. 


He said he was recorder at the war 


investigating commission^ The man- 
ner of General Eagan in giving his 
testimony, he said, was that of a man 
laboring under great excitement, but 
trying to control his excitement The 
witness had charge of the typewritten 
testimony given by General Eagan and 
had delivered the same' to General 
Dodge. Subsequently the witness had 
returned the paper to General /Eagan 
with a letter from the commission de- 
clining to receive it in its present con- 
dition. He recalled some words used 
by General Eagan in his testimony, 
which agreed substantially with the 
phraseology used in the specifications. 
The witness was shown a copy of the 
specifications and identified the lan- 
guage there quoted ato having been used 
by General Eagan.

COST OF SCHOOL. BUILDING. 


The building committee who had 


a charge the erection of the new high 
pchool building have closed up all mat- 


1 ters in connection with their work and 
find that the expenditure In excess of 
the appropriation is fmall.and satis- 
factorily accounted for. Tbe total ap- 
propriation 'was $34,100 and the com- 
mittee expended $34,677.81, which sum 
exceeded the appropriation by $577.81. 
The over expenditures were occasioned 
by a few changes from the original 
plan which it is believed were v wisely 
made. 
For instance, copper gutters 


were used in place of tin, and this made 
an increase of about $200. It cost about 
$150 to put in the apparatus for utiliz- 
ing the exhaust steam from the engine 
that runs the ventilating fan. Instead 
of blowing this steam into the open 
air it is turned into a large coil of 
pipe where it assists in heating the 
building, and there will be many damp, 
chilly days in the spring and fall when 
this heat alone will be sufficient and 
obviate the necessity of firing up > one 
of the heating boilers. There can be 
no doubt that this is a. very economical 
arrangement. The gutters were con- 
nected with the sewer and some extra 
partitions were placed in the base- 
ment. The appropriaton was divided 
as follows: For the building, $31,000; 
for grading grounds, $500; for furnish- 
ings, etc.. $2600. The town will un- 
doubtedly be thoroughly satisfied with 
the work of the committee, which was 
composed of A. E. Hall, chairman, 8. 
A. Hickox, Joseph Guilbo, W. B. Clark 
and S. J. Kellogg.

THE OLD BOWERY THEATER. 


\\ Is tne Most Intere*ttns Theatrical 


Monument la America. 


To thousands of Americans w bo travel in 


the east side elevated- trains perhaps no 
eight is more faniillar than the four cream 
colored Roman columns that uphold the 
entablature on which is written in letters 
of gold "Thalia Theater," but only a eccre 
or two of them, I suppose, are aware thai 
the building is the most interesting the 
atrical monument in America. 


The first theater on this'site was opened 


in 1636, when, according to the-records of 
Ireland, "the vast improvements aade in 
the eastern section of the city * * * and 
Its great increase of population, Including 
many weal; * and fashionable citizens,'' 
led to the >4 ilding of a theater in com- 
parison with which, it was hoped, all oth- 
er theaters "would sink subordinate.' 
The opening of the theater was revolution- 
ary enough. "Tho brilliant experiment of 
lighting the stage with gas, then first at- 
tempted, was bailed with the greatest sat-' 
isfaction." Tbe early history of the thea- 
ter is curiously prophetic. The opening 
address proclaimed the high ambition of 
the managers: 
At last, as Hope, bright, sandaled Hope, went 


by

And ours Is Bhikespeara. 


In the following year, however, the 
dom- 


inance of our classic drama was gravely 
threatened. 
"Alter a performance of 


'Much Ado About Nothing,' a grand pas 
seul—'La Bergere Coquette'—was exe- 
cuted by Mme. Franolsquy Hutin, her first 
appearance in America, and was the first 
Introduction of the modern French school 
of dancing on the American stage. 
" The Lonce was crowded and an anxious 


look of curiosity and expectation dwelt in 
every face, but when the graceful dan- 
sense came bounding like a startled fawn 
upon the stage,-her light and scanty dra- 
pery floating in air, and ter symmetrical 
proportions liberally displayed by the force 
of a bewildering pirouette, the cheeks ot 
the greater portion of the audience W-TB 
crimwned with shame, and every lady in 
tie lower- tier af boxes immediately l«fr.. 
the house. But time works wondrou? 
changes, and tbongh for a while Turkish 
trousers were adupted by the lady, they 
were finally discarded and the common 
ballet .dresses, indecent though they be, 
were gradually endured." 


Today, the Americans who care for the 


classic English prlr.vs and can judge of 
them are a handful; the disciples of 
Mme. 
Hntin number hundreds of thou- 


sands, bat by a curious trick of fate the 
Old Bowery has remained true for the 
most part to its traditions.—John Corbin 
In Harper's Magazine.

Details of the Interesting Processes* 


Alike the Wide World Over, by 
Which Gold !• A»ayed and Mine 
Value* Are Determined. 


Imagine a gold mine. 
You may select 


many climates—Siberia or Africa, Klon- 
dike or Australia, California • or India. 
Situate your mine where you will, go long 
as it be a gold mine, the procedure of as- 
say Ing is the same all the wide world over. 
Select a mass of ore weighing, perhaps, 50 
pounds, and swash it up. Do noc expect 
to see any gold in it because the precious 
metal is probably so thinly and uniformly 
scattered through the quartz that it is im- 
possible to spot a grain together. Continue 
grinding the ore till it is in the font of 
powder This powder Is heaped into a cone, 
which is divided into four parts, of which 
the sampler takes two whose angles are 
opposite to one another 
Mix tbese two 


parts thoroughly and again divide into 
four; take two portions again, and so on 
till a sample of convenient bulk is obtain- 
ed. By this, logical method the sample 
yielded is, on any ordinary calculation of 
probability, certain to represent accurately 
the original mass taken. 


A certain quantity of this sample Is now 


weighed out, two equal amounts being 
taken as checks upon each other.. The 
weighing may be done in denominational 
values of either grams or assay tons. The 
assay ton is' a qost convenient; inven- 
tion and ia. very simply -explained. The 
ordinary ton contains 32,666,6 ounces; if, 
then, we make a uuij (an assay ton) weigh- 
ing 33.6667 grams, each .001 of a gram 
will equal one-ounce-per ton. Thus, no 
calculation is needed at all tc-estiiiwta the 
gold richness of more per ton. 


Say. we weigh out, then, two' separate 


portions of'the ore nf-pne-assay-ton (A- T.) 
each. With each mix thoroughly bicarbon- 
ate of soda, litharge, borax, glass and 
flour in varying proportions; when thor- 
oughly uniform in color empty the mix- 
tures id fire clay crucibles and strew on the 
top a thin layer of salt %ut on the lids of 
the two crucibles and surround them with 
living coal, coke or burning vaporized 
faenzoline in a crucible furnace. Tbe cruci- 
bles are heated till the masses of ore and 
fluxes are in a state of tranquil fusion— 
that is, not bubbling or boiling The white 
hot fluid is then poured-into iron-molds 
and allowed to cool. 


On examination, after cooling, the fused 


masses will be found to consist of: (1) 
A layer of white substance, which Is salt. 
(3) A slag. This is usually dark in color, 
often resembling malachite, and is foraed 
by the fusion of the borax and soda with 
the worthless or earthy matter (gangue) 
in the ore: (3) A lead button, produced 
from the litharge, or lead oxide, originally 
mixed in the charge. 


This lead button contains all the silver 


and gold in tl aMre. The beat of the fur- 
nace drives ofl 11 urn the lead oxide its oxy- 
gen, so that pure lead is left; this, in vir- 
tue of its weight, percolates downward 
through, the slag during the beating in 
the furnace, collecting all the gold and.sil- 
ver present, and eventually forms a but- 
ton weighing, if a proper amount of flour 
has been added originally, about 16 to SO 
grams. The flour, has theeffect of vary- i 
ing the size of lead button produced and 
is said to possess a reducing action. 
I 


The.next stop in the process la to get rid ' 


of the lead without also losing the gold 
and silver This is done by an operation 
known ascnpellation. The cupel is a small 
round, bone .ash CUD, which is placed in a 
sort of fireclay tunnel with one end closed 
op, known aaa muffle. The muffle is heat- 
ed from the: outside, either by burying it 
with coals or by playing burning gas oa 
every part of it 
When the cupel has at- 


tained the beat of the interior of the ruuf-' 
fid, the lead button is placed in it and tbe 
door of tbe muffle shut, so as to procure j 
tbe greatest amount of : at possible. 
When the lead is seen to be melted and 
fuming, the muffle door Is opened to admit 
the air, which is sucked in by the intense 
heat.. 


The oxygen contained in the air oxy- 


dizes the lead into lead oxide, and the bone 
ash cupel absorbs lead oxide like a sponge, 
but refuses to absorb tbe gold and silver, 
so tbat'at length there is left in tbe cupel 
only a button of the,two precious metals. 
It is to be supposed that two ore samples 
have beeu treated similarly both in tbe 
crucibles and cupels, but lor the sake of 
convenience it is better to explain the 
treatment of one only 
The bead of gold 


and silver obtained weighs, let us say, 
.0016 
of a gram 
This is noted down. 


The bead. after weighing is flattened out 
in a flatting mill, so as to expose as large 
a surface as -possible'to the nitric acid 
which Is then added to it: On beating tbe 
•silver is dissolved, but, of course, the gold 
is untouched by the action of any single 
acid 
Tbe remaining pure gold is treated 


with stronger acid, called "parting acid," 
to drive off any suspected trace of silver, 
and tben .washed with water. 


If the "parting" of the goltf from tbe 


silver baa-been successful, tbe gold is left 
as a thin, small eheet. From this all mois- 
ture is driven off ,by beat. On weighing, 
the gold way be as 'heavy as ..0007 of a 
gram. 
Then, as it has previousy been 


noted that the 'total gold: and silver bead 
had 
weigbud 
0016 of a grain, tbe 


weight of silver present must have been 
00u9of a gram—that is to say, in one 
assay ton of 32.6667 grams there are 
.0007 granv of gold and .0009 gram of 
silver 
It Jias been stated at tbe com- 


mencement of this article that in an assay 
ton each .001 of a gram represents in a 
real tone one ounce. Therefore we have 
seven-tenths of an ounce of gold—that is, 
14 pennyweights (30 dwt. equal 1 02.)— 
and nine-tenths of on ounce of silver—that 
is. 18 pennyweights—to the ton. Quod 
erat faciendum 


Many minor processes, snob as roasting, 


•coriflcation and inquartation. enter into 
the work done in an assay: but it has 
been desirable tb make the process as clear 
and free from complication as possible, 
and for this reason a simple ore boa been 
selected . .Of course the reaults otruined 
from two assay tons assayed simultaneous- 
ly ouglit to bo coincident with one anoth- 
er, afM this is why two assay tons have 
been supposed to be treated together in tbe 
above explanation.—Chambers' Journal.

THE GENTLE ART OF POISONING. 


It Became a Positive Mania In tbe 


Seventeenth Century. 


The art of poisoning, if we are to bo- 


liv>e an eminent authority, must be reck- 
oned among rhelost arts. It is not because 
we are less coarse than onr ancestors, and 
carry onr refinement even into our crimes; i 
we are less unscrupulous or cruel than 
our forefathers were. Though the toxicol- 
ogy of the ancients was necessarily incom- 
plete, there is every reason to believe that 
antiquity was acquainted with the use of 
arseiu'<?, opium, henbane and pruesic acid , 
The oldest poison in use was probably an j 
importation of serpent venom. Tbeophras- 
tus speaks of a poison made from aconite, 
with rapid or slow effects in accordance 
with the operator's wishes. During the 
empire, the removal of inconvenient peo- 
ple by means of poison bad become so 
common that the emperors -had a number 
of men in their service whose duty it was 
to taste all dishes put npon the imperial 
table, and no dinner was -partaken of 
without one of the court physicians being 
present. 


One of tbe most notorious poisoners of 


the day was Loousta, the murderess.of 
Claudius and Britannicus. About tbe 
year 331 B C. large numbers of women 
belonging to the higher classes of Roman 
society were indicted for poisoning their 
husbands (a modern instance of the epi- 
demic occurred of late years in Hungary). 
One bundred and seventy were convicted 
and condemned. The sixteenth and sev- 
enteenth centuries were the halcyon days 
>f poisoning 
There ie no don.bt that La 


?ara and the if possible still more 


wretched hag La Toffana were as bad as 
you make them. The latter is- said to 
bave caused the death of over 600 persons 
She used a preparation of arsenic which 
she sold under tbe name of "acqua Tof- 
fana." It was a sloyr poison, the victim 
growing daily weaker and gradually dying 
from physical exhaustion. In France the 
most notorious female poisoners were 
Mme. de Brinvilliers, who was taught the 
secret of the "guccpssion powder" by 
Sainte Crois, which she successfully ad- 
ministered to her father and brothers, and 
the still more notorious Lavoisin and Lavi- 
goreux, who, being ostensibly mioTwives, 
carried their poisons to high and low- 
married couples anxious to hasten the dis- 
solution of tbe irksome tie, or needy beirs 
wishful to accelerate the departure of rich 
relatives. A veritable mania for poisoning 
appears to have set in toward the middle 
of the seventeenth century. 


In England poisoning wa* declared by 


an act passed in the reign of Henry Till 
to be high treason, and those Knilty of It 
•were to be boiled alive. The most notori- 
ous case (tbe poisoning of James I by 
Buckingham is only a surmise) of poison- 
ing was tbat of Sir Thomas Overbury, in 
the year 1613 
He bad incurred the dis- 


pleasure of Lord Rochester and bis wife, 
and they bad both vowed to be revenged 
on bim. So after they bad got him com- 
mitted to the Tower they set tbemtelvei 
to poison his food by mixing arsenic and 
cantharides with it 
For many months, 


though suffering Intensely, he appears to 
have lingered on. At last a stronger dose 
than usual put an end to bis miserable 
existence. 
The guilty couple, to the 


king's everlasting disgrace, were released 
after five years' imprisonment.—Church 
Gazotta.

And here 
is where the native honnd is at home. 
He has plenty of hunting sense, an ex- 
qnifcite nose and a deep, stunning rfote 
tbat wakes tbe echo. 


''The modern English bnnnd has been 


imported and tried on more than one 
occasion, bnt, as in tbe case of the Rad- 
nor bunt, where the red fox is tbe le- 
gitimate game, has generally after a 
trial been discarded. The English bound 
is too slow an3 bis voice too weak for 
onr dashing and daring cross country 
style of hunting. His lack of nose and 
voice is a great drawback, for in our 
extensive woods and thickets, where 
half tbe huntsmen cannot see the hue 
of tbe run, if a chuck is made they are 
helplessly thrown off. 


"On tbe open downs and cultivated 


fields of England tHe English honnd 
may do if carefully assisted by tbe 
huntsman and bis aids, and here he 
may also answer to follow tbe aniseed 
bag. 
But for a chase after a lively red 


fox, a wily jumper on his native hills, 
we want the American foxhound, who 
knows all abont it. He is of blood un- 
alloyed. 
Unmistakable in appearance, 


with racing outline, deep chest, long 
pendulous ears and melodious tongue, 
be is tbe hunter's ideal. 


"Tbe foxhound was tbe first of tbe 


breeds of bunting dogs introduced into 
colonial America. The cavaliers who 
settled Virginia and Maryland did not 
forego their love of tbe obase, and tbey 
brought witb them" the thoroughbred 
borse .and bound from tbe old world. 
From Virginia these bounds were first 
bred, and year by year the breed im- 
proved. Tbey bave spread in their purity 
into tbe adjacent states, and today tbe 
American bound is tbe best and most 
intelligent bunting dog in the world." 


Football In Ceylon. 


The Malays of Oeylon play football, 


bnt tbey call it "ragang," wbicb in 
Cingalese is pronounced "rawgong," 
Tbe ball is made of split-cane, woven 
hollow. Tbe game consists of keeping 
tbe ball in tbe air by a series of kicks, 
aiming at tbrowing tbe ball on the 
ground on tbe adversary's side of a 
marked or imaginary line. Tbe bauds 
are not used except in tbrowing tbe 
ball for tbe first kick. T» kick is a pe- 
culiar one, requiring great agility in tbe 
player, rfnd is. assisted by tbe whole 
body. Balancing on one leg, tbe other 
is thrown violently forward and up- 
ward, semicircularly, until it touches 
tbe ground, tbe body being swayed at 
tbe same time,' following tbe direction 
of tbe foot. As one foot touches tbe 
ground tbe otber is ready for tbe return 
kick, tbe toes being raised almost a 
bigb as tbe bead of tbe player. Tbi. 
kick ie called tbe "Cbeen-adee," or tbi 
Chinese kick, and is evidently borrowed 
from tbe Cbinese, whose favorite mode 
of assault it is—often accompanied si- 
multaneously witb slaps or cuffs from 
both bands in quick succession, thus 
giving an adversary little chance of're- 
taliation:

Senator Lodge has disappointed the 


"anti-Imperialists." They ha-ve shouted 
"jingo" and "Imperialist" at the sena- 
tor and have hynotlzed themselves in- 
to believing' he was a Philippine an- 
aexationists and a believer in all that 
the "antis" worked themselves into 
spasms of horror •against. Now he has 
let them know he isn't, and they are 
forced to pharisaically ,say "Jehovah 
be praised" when they would much 
rather have had an opportunity to 
*piit your ears with "I toldv.you so." 
The senator is not advocating the 
abandonment of the .islands, nor the 
annexation of them and the bringing 
of their labor into competition with 
American labor. Neither !s he advo- 
cating the permanent occupation of the 
Islands.' He is in favor of United States 
protection and 
pacification of 
the 


islands, and is not against this govern- 
ment withdrawing from them when 
ihey nave established a stable home 
government and wish for an Indepen- 
dent existence. But the "voice of Mas- 
sachusetts" .Is not yet in full accord 
yitb- the senator. The "voice" Is 
raised against the ratification of the 
Jeaty of Paris on the grounds that 
the ceding of Spanish sovereignty to 
the United States and the acceptance 
of "it'by this government actually an- 
nexes the islands.

This is .the paper 
partition that separates the imperial- 
ists, as-given expression, in the "voice 
of Massachusetts," from the policy of 
the administration and the attitude of 
Senator Lodge. The -"anti-imperial- 
ists" had better keep this partition 
away from the wet.

TTashlngton, Jan. ».—Two notable 


speeches w«re delivered In the senate 
yesterday, one by Mr. Lodge and the 
other by Mr. Clay. WWIe the two aena.- 
torg differed diametrically as to the 
policy of expansion, upon which they 
dwelt, both were in favor of the immedi- 
ate ratification of the pending peace 
treaty. They .contended; that, once the 
treaty was ratified, congress would have 
full .power to deal with conditions re- 
specting the territory acquired during 
the war with Spain and not before. Mr. 
Lodge particularly argued for a formal 
declaration of peace, which could be had 
only by the ratification of the treaty. 
That accomplished, he waa willing to 
trust the American congress and the 
American people to deal.fairly, justly 


i and patriotically with the Philippine 
j Islands, with full regard to the principle* 


• of our government as set forth In the 
constitution and. the declaration, of In* 
{dependence. 


He spoke as follows: 
In connection with these resolutions 


two questions have been raised, one of 
constitutional law and one of public 
policy. The constitutional questions are 
many, and the hypothetical'situation* 
which have been imagined with such 
Ingenuity as tests of the constitution are 
almost countless. 
'•*. 


I believe that .the United States has 


the undoubted power to .acquire/territory 
and to hold and govern it I am ready 
to admit, if necessary, that action in 
these directions must be taken for con- 
• stitutional purposes, but the constitu- 
tionality of the purposes must be'deter- 
mined by congress itself through its 
majority. I believe that the power of 
the United States in any territory or 
possession outside of the United States 
in any territory or possession outside 
the limits of the states themselves is ab- 
solute, with the sisgSs^ssds'eaon'of the 
limitation placedjupjon such outside pos- 
sessions by the 13tb amendment 


After the cession "of Louisiana con- 


gress placed in the hands'of the presi- 
dent absolute authority, as absolute as 
that enjoyed by the king of. Spain or the 
first consul of France, over that terri- 
tory and its inhabitant*.

ple make constitutions. "Our constitution 
Is great and admirable, because thejnen 
men who made it were so. and the people 
who ratified it and have lived under it • 
were and are brave, intelligent'and lov- 
ers of liberty. There Is a higher sanc- 
tion and* a. surer {protection to life and 
liberty, to the right of speech .and trial 
by jury, to justice and humanity,- in the 
traditions, the beliefs, ,the habits of 
mind, and the character of the American 
people than any Which can be afforded 
by any constitution, no matter howe 
wddely drawn. If the American people 
were disposed to tyranny, Injustice and 
oppression a constitution would offer 
but a temporary, barrier to their ambi- 
tions, and the reverence for the consti- 
tution and for law and justice grows put 
tf the fact that the American people be- 


eve in freedom and humanity, in equal 


justice to all men, and in equal rights 
before the law; .and while they so be-

We must either ratify the treaty or 


reject it, for I cannot suppose that any 
one would seriously advance the propo- 
rtion that we should amend the treaty 
n such a way as to make pledges to 
-•'rain for our good conduct in a matter 
which will be wholly our own to decide. 


Suppose we ratify the treaty. ', The 


islands pass from th« possession of Spair 
into oivr possession without committing 
us to any policy. I believe we can b. 
trusted as a people to deal.honestly and 
justly with tn0 islands and their inhabi- 
tants thus given to our 'care. I believe 
that we shall have the wisdom not to at 
tempt to incorporate those islands with 
our body politic, or make their inhabi- 
tants part of our citizenship, or set their 
labor alongside of ours, and within our, 
tariff'to compete in any industry will 
American workingmen. I believe tha 
we shall have the courage not to depart 
from those islands fearfully, timidly and 
unworthily, and leave them to anarchy 
among themselves, to the brief and 
bloody domination of some self-consti- 
tuted dictator and to the quick conquest 
of other powers,. who will have no heeiT 
tation as we should feel In crushing them 
into subjection by harsh and repressive 
methods. It I* for us to decide the dee- 
tiny of the Philippine*, not for Europe, 
and we can do It alone and without a*r 
slstance. I believe that we shall have 
the ability to restore peace and order in 
those (elands and give to their pfeopiean 
opportunity for self-government and 
for freedom under the protecting shield 
of the United States until the time shall 
eome when they are able to stand alone, 
if such a thing be possible, and if they 
do not themselves desire to remain uh- 
der- our protection. •. 
: 


During the campaign of last autumn. 


I said in many speeches to the people of 
my state that I could never assent to 
•land those islands back to Spain; tha't I 
wanted no subject racen and .no vassal 
states; but that we had by the fortunes 
of war assumed. a- great responsibility 
in the Philippines; that.we ought to meet 
it, and that we ought to give those peo 
pie an opportunity for freedom, for pe'ace 
and for self government; that we. ought 
to protect them from the rapacity 'of 
other nations, and seek to uplift those 
whom we had freed. From those views 
I have never swerved, and I believed 
then, as I believe now, that they met 
with the approbation of an overwhel- 
ming majority of the people of Massa- 
chusetts. .The only step I can now see 
to take is to ratify the treaty; for in that 
way alone we can take the islands from 
Spain and give ourselves an opportunity 
to deal with them and bring peace end 
freedom to their inhabitants. 


Take now the other alternative^ Sup- 


pose we reject the treaty, or strikeout 
the clause relating to the Philippines. 
That will hand the Islands back to Spain, 
and I cannot conceive that any Ameri- 
can should b4 willing to do that. Sup- 
pose we rejr ?t the treaty, what follows? 
.Let us look at it practically. We con- 
tinue the state of war. At the same time 
we repudiate the president and hl» ac- 
tion before the whole world; and the 
repudiation of the president In such a 
matter as this Is the'humlllatlon of the 
United States in the eyes of civilized 
mankind.

The president cannot be sent back 


across the Atlantic in the person of his 
commissioners.' hat In hand, to say to 
Spain] with bated breath, "I am here in 
obedience to the mandate of a minority 
of one-third of the senate, to tell you 
that we have been too victorious/ and 
that you have yielded us too much, and 
that I am very sorry that I took the Phil- 
ippines from you." 


I do not think that any American pres- 


ident would do that, or that any Ameri- 
can would wish him to. 


By rejecting the treaty we renew the 


state of war. The protocoVls but the 
agreement of the commander-in-chief. 
When the treaty fails, it could be. torn 
to pieces; but whether it is thrown aside 
or not, still we are In a state of war, and 
the subjects of Spain, among whom are 
numbered today the •Filipinos, would be 
the enemies of the United States by all 
the laws of nations. There, then, would 
be the president with the country at war 
with Spain, armed with the war power, 
which he can use unchecked as the com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and navy. 
The treaty commits the disposition of 
the Philippine Islands to congress and to 
the ways and practices of peace. Its re- 
jection leaves them In the sole power of 
the president, subject to the usages and 
practices of war alone. ' 


Mr. Clay (Ga.), one of the Democratic 


senators who expect to vote for the. rati- 
fication of the treaty of peace, tr«n ad- 
dressed the senate on the general ques- 
tion of territorial expansion. He wad* 
It Tsry olsw that nothing shall* •* Al-

ing the Philippines before the treaty 
was ratified.

IS EVIDENTLY SCARED, 


Igonfclllo Sees Nothing to Justify 


Oar Warlike Preparations, 


Speaks of "Existing Govern 


ment" oi' Philippines 


Which Is Satiifaotory to the InbibltanU and 


Peace With the World. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—Senor Lopeat 


secretary to Agoncillo, the Washington 
representative of Agulnaldo, called at 
the state department yesterday after* 
noon and lodged with the chief clerk _ 
communication which, according to the 
common expectation, marked the criti- 
cal stage In the Philippine question. 


This is the third attempt made by'the 


Filipino representative to secure official 
recognition from the United States gov- 
ernment Secretary Hay was, at the 
time the communication was presented, 
attending a meeting- of the cabinet at the 
White House, so that all that Chief Clerk 
Michaels could do under the circum- 
stances wae to receive the paper as he 
would any other handed In to him. 


He now calls attention of the secretary 


to certain conditions, which, in his opin- 
ion, require immediate alleviation. Ther« 
are, he says, at present 20.000 American 
troops at Manila, controlling a popula- 
tion of about 300,000. A number of war 
vessels are stationed In the harbor and 
many other American men-of-war and 
transports are to be found within the 
archipelago, although the actual posses- 
sion of the American troops extends over 
not to exceed 143 square miles out of 
more than 200,000. Despite the enormous 
forces now in this extremely circum- 
scribed area, he says, "we are informed 
through the pubUc prints that other ves- 
sels of war have been ordered from dis- 
tant parts of the giobe to reinforce those 
now among the islands in question, while 
a few days ago a transport sailed from 
New York carrying about 2000 soldiers 
and having Manila as its destination, 
and, as we are informed, regiments of 
troops are under orders to proceed by 
way of San Francisco to the Philippines." 
The public prints inform us also that an 
attack is contemplated upon the Philip- 
pine islands; the islands to be taken in 
detail, the smaller ones first, the larger 
ones blockaded so that they may not as- 
sist those first attacked." 


He says t&at It is naturally the Im- 


pression of his government and people 
that these warlike preparations indicate 
military operations to be levelled at the 
existing government of the Philippines. 


"As the representative of the Philip- 


pine government," he continues, "I hesi- 
tate to give^adhesion to this idea, for I 
cannot believe that there is any present 
or future Difficulty between the Ameri- 
can and Philippine governments^justi- 
fying warlike activity and, as a believer 
in the humanity of the American ppo- 
ple, refuse to acquiesce In the idea that 
America has designs on the Philippine 
islands."

ened at sound of on explosion. A borse 
that hr.8 net beou trained to the lervion 
will snort end prance aud try to run 
away if a pistol is fired near it. Owing 
to tbia nervousness all tbe horses used 
iu tbe United btatcs army service bave 
to be trujped to be steady under five, 
tbo borsa is first secured by ropos tyiug 
tbe legs together; then it is thrown to 
the ground? and the trainer begins firing 
a pistol near it,-- He first fires close to 
tbo horse's car, then over tbe back, un- 
der and over tbe neck, between tbe 
lega,-and this is kept up till- tbe horse 
becomes exbaustll with its struggles 
and lies quiet. 


After a few lessons of this sort the 


borsu becomes so accustomed to tbe fir- 
ing tbat it will stand while its rider 
fires a gun. It is absolutely necessary 
tbat a cavalry horsa bo thoroughly ac- 
customed to standing while a gun is be- 
ing fired,<as tbe rider must use both 
bands while firing tbe regulation car- 
bine. Tbe flashing of tbe cavalry saber 
is also another trial to the horse, and it 
has to be taught to see tbe bright metal 
whirling all about its head without 
flinching before'it'is fit for service. So 
accustomed do" some of the cavalry 
horses become to tbe Sash and tbe blast 
of tbe saber and tba carbine that they 
seem to enjoy them, and tney enter into 
the battle with tbe most evident inter- 
est.1 In the thick of a cavalry obarge tbe 
horses of tbe opposing forces bave been 
seen to bite and kick at each other furi- 
onsly.—CbicagCjBecord. .

Every housekeeper should have ft 


minll closet for btr stores if ehe baa not 
ft regular etlkreroom. Groceries should 
always be bought in quantities, if pos- 
sible, oa account of the economy. At 
certain seasons of the year some articles 
may be bought more cheaply thati at 
others, and advantage should La token 
of any fall ia tbe market. 


A book should be kept in tbe store- 


room in which to cuter the date of pur- 
chase and prioo j,aid. 


Iho Etoieroom should be very dry and 


furnished with drawers, shelves aud | 
nails, with a few )m{e uota suspended ' 
from them in which to hang lemons. It 
bbcnld also contain earthenware jars 
for bugar and tins for tea, coffee and 
biscuits.' The tins in which biscuits are 
purchased should always be caved for 
such purposes. Jams, pickles aud pre- 
serves thonld be kept in the coolest part 
of the closet or storeroom. 


Coffee is one of the few-articles 


which should not • be bought in large 
quantity, because it soon'loses its flavor. 


Loaf sugar should be very white,' 


close, heavy and glittering. It is econo- 
my tp buy the best, as the more refined 
tbe sugar the less the quantity required 
for 
sweetening. 
Granulated sugar 


should also be fine. 


Soap should be bought by the quan- 


tity for cheapness and kept long before 
it is used. It should be cut into pieces 
of suitable size and put into a drawer 
to slowly dry and harden. If it drios 
too quickly, it will be brittle. By soft- 
ening the water with soda a saving in 
soap will be secured. 


Starch should be left in a warm, dry 


place, as should be salt. Bice, tapioca 
and sago should bo kept closely covered, 
or insects may get into them. It is bet- 
ter not to have large supplies of these 
articles. 


Buy lemons in June or July when 


they are freshly imported and bang 
them in separate nets, for if they touch 
they will spoil. Onions, shallots and 
garlic should be hung in ropes from a 
ceiling, but not in the storeroom; herbs 
should be dry and hung in paper bags. 


When oranges or lemons are squeezed 


for juice, chop the peel, put it in small 
jars and tie down for use. Vegetables 
will keep best on a stone floor out of 
tbe air. 


Take care that butter is kept in a cool 


place and covered from the air. In 
Bummer get seme saltpeter, dissolve it 
in cold water and staud the butter crock 
in it so that the water may reach well 
up the sid%. Cover it with a wet cloth, 
the ends of- which, resting in tbe salt- 
peter water, will keep it constantly 
moist. This is almost as good "as icing 
tbe butter. 


Milk should be kept in scrupulously 


dean veestls. ^ Stale and fresh milk 
ihould never 6e mixed, as the result 
will be all btale.

TJss of Potatoes. 


Old potatoes cboald never be pared 


before cooking. The most Ectriticus 
portion cf tae potato lies immediately 
tinder tbe skiu, aud this is generally all 
pared away. A Email slice should first 
be cut irons each end. This lets the wa- 
ter out, and the potatoes are then put 
into cold water and allowed to heat 
•lowly. They should boil as slowly a& 
possible until done. There area variety 
of ways of warming over cold potatoes, 
and nearly all good and economical. 
Kever throw away a cold potato, but 
cut it in thin slices and lay it in a bowl, 
With a few slices of onions, a little pep- 
per, salt and vinegar, a teaspooiiful of 
oil, and yon have a relishing salad for 
lunch. The best way to cook sweet po- 
tatoes is to chip off % piece of eljfcb end 
and roast in tbe oven. They should , 
never be boiled. They are very nice ' 
stowed.

a nice breakfast dish if sliced length- , 
wise and fried on tho griddle.

THE SAD STORY OP A STATISTICAL 


REPORT THAT IS NOT FICTION. 


It !• Rot CBle»l«ted to Make • Work- 


iMtcman Look to tbe Farm •• His 
War Ont-Aa-rlcBHurUta «• Bully 
.Off »• Waweworkerc. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Brantor Hawley, ox-general and ex- 


governor, attending a session of a labor 
flontrniesiouers' convention in the Oou- 
occticntcapital and being courteously' 
in*iterl to speak, remarked that while j 
statistical reports were interesting as 
romances be did not place any reliance 
on thfir figures, and bis subsequent re- 
marks did not indicate that -be looked 
vith any degree of enthusiasm on tbe 
now fashion among laborers of trying 
to find out what their real situation col- 
lecrively is in order that they may im- 
prove tbrir. condition. 


A young man from the land of Tol- 


stoi; whose persecuted people were at 
that time flocking bere by tbe thou- 
sands, was studying statistics, because, 
although not rich himself, yet being 
college educated, be was able to help 
his people by his counsels in this land 
which their fathers knew not of. Ha 
once remarked sadly that when be read 
figures on business failure they were 
.not simply figures to him, but be saw 
tbe struggles of tbe father and mother, 
for tbe children's sake, trying to keep 
their position in society and in the busi- 
ness world until, overpowered beneath 
loads of debts, they could stand it no 
longer. He saw nervous prostration and 
want in the homes where music and 
laughter bad been and broken down 
parents sending tbe children out to la- 
bor prematurely before they were wise 
and strong and educated sufficiently to 
earn a good living. Because of what be 
had seen and beard tbe young man bad 
resolved to devote bis life to the study 
of social conditions and to teaching his 
people as best he could what they ought 
to do. 


This illustrates two different ways of 


looking at the work of labor statisti- 
cians. Often to a nan wbo has long 
held tbe highest offices that the people- 
could give, who moves only among peo- 
ple of leisure and culture, because the 
common people bave voted him such 
opportunities, tbe matter of the status 
of these common people seems uninter- 
esting and wearisome. Indeed very often 
he does not find it at all necessary to 
attempt to conceal bis disgust that 
common laborers should wish to rise or 
that any should wish to have them. 
But to us, whether the facts are pub- 
lished and wbether there comes a gen- 
eral desire to improve are matter? of 
lifo and death. Hence we are glad and 
very thankful to the commissioner that 
tbe report of the New York bureau Of 
labor statistics of 1897 is a readable 
book, giving as simply as possible perti- 
nent facts on three great subjects—viz, 
the economic condition of organized 
labor, the ownership and operation of 
electric light and power, gas and water 
plants, aud the agricultural conditions 
of tbe state. 


And what is this which the promi- 


nent tanners of a goodly state are say- 
ing in tbe report! 


The commissioner addressed 31 ques- 


tions to prominent farmers whose names 
Wfre furnished by. legislators and he 
prints extracts from their replies. 
Eighty-one report an exceedingly un- 
satisfactory condition of 'agriculture 
and only-11 persons seem at all satis- 
fied. Below are excerpts from the ex- 
tracts: 


"The last two years, with poor crops, 


continued low prices, no debt to pay 
and after wearing our old clothes, my 
wiie and I doing most of our own work, 
we bave barely been able to make our 
expenses." 


"My farm has paid absolutely noth- 


ing as an investment. Last two years 
worse than that. Am fearfully behind." 


"I will say tbis much, there is no 


money in farming." 


"I speak advisedly and from personal 


knowledge, when I say that more than 
60 per cent of tbe farmers of my town 
are running bohiud from the fact that 
it costs more to produce tbe crop than 
it brings after it is gathered." 


This last is from one in Gattaraugus 


county, from whom, with others, we 
understand that part of the trouble is 
from drought, army worms and grass- 
hoppers. The very next letter quoted, 
however, shows that where these condi 
tions did not prevail there was no pros- 
perity, and the very abundance of a crop 
becomes a bcmrce of loss. 


"Our income from dairying has been 


j very email. Tbe stock industry (horses 


and cattle) has also suffered, and those 
engaged iu it have fapcu losers. The 
sheep industry has likewise been con- 
ducted at a loss. Grape culture is ex- 
| tensively followed iu this country, but 


last year's crop, in cousequeiico of its 
abandonee and low prices, did not puy 
expenses. Our land cost u.s from $75 to 
$100 an acre aud probably would not 


\ bring over $50, if so much." 


"If the hard times of tbe last two 


jrears continue, every farmer in debt 
will go under, sura" 


"The prices of products havo ruled 


so low that tho cost of production and 
the income received from the gathered 
crops have about balanced. * * * We 
bave good farmhouses standing empty.' 


"There is no money iu growing any 


thing at this time that I can ecc." 


''Fruits? Not much raised in this sec- 


tion for the past ten years until last 
year, when tbe crop was enormous and 
without profit to tbe fanners." 


"The valne nf laud has depreciated 


one-half in this section during the last 
iix yeara The fact of tho matter is, 
fanners are fast becoming poor." 


- "I rented last year 27 acres, on which 
I raised potatoes, oats and beans. I did 
not realize enough to pay expenses. 
Perhaps you are well aware (us wo are 
in tbo country) that if a farmer during 
these times is able to square accounts 
be is iu luck. Gcnesee has bceu nlosed 
as a fruit prnwing section, bur we have 
bera. forced to try something else in 01 
der to pay interest and taxes." 


"Am not running behind financially 


Most farmers, however, are notsofortn- 
pate M myself and are losing ground. 
Some bave lost their farms, and I feai 
tbst many others will suffer likewise, 
for wbto they an la debt tbtre appsui 
to be no escape." 


"Farms that cost 960 an acre 30 years 


•go can now be bought for $90. Many 
fanners are not making en6ugb to pay 
taxes. Everything is cheap to those who 


^r«WJ 


no niuuey." 


"Farfaeri who are in deottte Having 
• bard time of it, and BO are men WJMJ 
aro wprkiug farms on shares. Laboring 
men, also, with large families to sup- 
port, are feeling the effects of tba bard 
times. * * * Farms are selling at one- 
third and ooe-fqnrth of what they cost 
10 or 15 years ago." 


"1 havo appraised my property al 


one-half what it cost eight years ago in 
order to keep in touch with the shrink- 
age of everything." 


"Farmers have experienced the hard- 


est times of any class." 


"Always in debt, and keep sinking 


deeper aud deeper in every year. How 
can a uiau live with milk at 60 cents 
for 40 quarts and pay $13 per ton fox 
feed to make it with? Please tell me." 


"Many men are more hopeful, I be- 


lieve, than they would be if they .kept 
an itemized account and balanced" the 
books at the end of tbe year." 


"Have ru~ behind $1,000 to $1,200 


per year." 


"Caution the young farmers against 


buying farms without all the money to 
pay, as a mortgage of one-fourth of the 
value will make slaves of them for life 
and turn them out at last." 


"Nine-tenths of tbe farms of Soho- 


harie county are losing money every 
year and depreciating in value." 


"Unless prices of farm products are

The champions of the kings of England have not all had a smooth road to travel, and on more than one occasion they have had to seek places of ref- 


nge in order to save their heads. This is tru^ of Sir Thomas, the twelfth champion, who held the office under King Henry VI. He sided with Warwick 
to an effort to restore Henry to the throne. The effort proved futile, and he fled to the sanctuary in Westminster abbey. Edward IV dared not enter the 
sanctuary, but lured the champion out by specious promises of a full pardon and very soon afterward broke these pledges by causing him to be beheaded 
at Lincoln. 
,• 
It la the duty of the champion to issue a challenge in behalf of the king on the day of his coronation. He is surrounded by a number of trumpet- 
ers, esquires, marshals, pages and a grand guard of honor. He must be ready at all times to uphold the honor of the king. 
It had been the custom up to the time of the coronation of William IV for the champion to appear In full armor. At this time, however, he was 


not summoned to appear in armor, as the ministers were anxious to keep expenses down to the minimum. This precedent was also followed at the corona- 
tion of Queen Victoria, but no act of parliament has been passed abolishing the office, and until this is done the champion, if he so desires,, may demand his 
privilege. The future champion, being a youth of considerable determination, has already announced his unalterable resolve to ride into Westminster abbey 
armed from head to foot and mounted on the tallest horse in the Scrivelsby stables whenever it cornea to his turn to uphold the royal honor. It is a 
likely supposition that the little prince will keenly sympathize 'with these lofty aspirations.

They are 
picturesque little places, with wide verandas roofed over to keep the heat of 
the tropic sun from entering the rooms. They are built on a steep incline and 
are surrounded by palm trees and century plants, which bear at the end of a 
high bare stalk a yellow flower almost as big as a cabbage.

A meeting of thp committee appoint- 


ed to make arrangements for the 
bringing home of the bodies of the 
Second regiment boys buried in Cuba 
was held in the Springfield city hall 
yesterday noon, as reported in yes- 
terday's issue. Mayor Dodge of Wor- 
cester presided and his remarks created 
consideiable surprise. He announced 
that the Worcester contingent wished 
to withdraw from the committee be- 
cause of certain criticism of Captain 
Rider and other of Worcester, pur- 
porting to come from Springfield. 


The committee made unanimous re- 


quest that the Worcester representa- 
tives remain and Mayor Dodge an- 
nounced that personal feelings would 
have to be sacrificed and that the Wor- 
cester men would continue on the com- 
mittee. 


The meeting was largely attended, 


among those 
present 
being Mayor 


Dodge and Captain Rider of Worces- 
ter, 
Captain McDonald, 
Lieutenant 


Burke, Captain Leonard, and Messrs. 
Bearse, Burnham, Vespei and Kelley 
of Spiingfield, Major Whipple of- Ad- 
ams, Mayor Chapin of Holyoke, Cap- 
tain Williams of Northampton, Cap- 
tain Pierce of Greenfield and Selectman 
Blake of Greenfield. 


Mayor Dodge explained the .causes 


for Worcester's dissatisfaction at some 
length, it consisting chiefly of Spring- 
field newspaper criticism. He said it 
is an injudicious proceeding1 when at 
a funeral to quarrel over the front 
seats. The men engaged in the expe- 
dition engaged in it at a personal sac- 
rifice and he thought the aspect of 
affairs existing was improper and en- 
tirely out of place. 


Therefore the Worcester contingent, 


he said, wished to withdraw from the 
committee. The affair in his opinion, 
had taken a sacrilegous turn and the 
Worcester party felt that as its mem- 
bers were to be criticised it would be 
best to separate from the general com- 
mittee and care for their own dead. 


Mayor Dodge said, however, that 


even though Worcester withdrew from 
the committee it was willing to gtve all 
the help in its power to the other cities 
and towns. Worcester, he said, would 
need to send only one or two represen- 
tatives to Cuba as all the bodies from 
Worcester have been returned with 
the exception of four. The remainder 
of the party of 15 he said could be 
made up in Springfield and the towns 
up the river. 


Mayor Chapin of Holyokfe stepped 


in to act as peacemaker, and ajter 
some d'scussion Mayor Dodge admit- 
ted that personal feehns-s could give 
way, and Worcester decided to stay in. 


It was voted to accept the offer of 


transportation for 15, and a committee 
consisting of Captain McDonald and 
Captain Leonard of this city. Captain 
Rider of Worcester and Captain Pierce 
of Greenfield was appointed to appor- 
tion this number amonsr the companies. 
Captains McDonald and Leonard were 
able, later, to state 'the names of a 
part of the representatives, but last 
n'jrht had not the list completed.

By Rev. D. M. Baach, New Pastor of 


Dr. Coy e s Church in Denver 


A passage from the sermon of Rev. 


D. M. Beach, the new pastor of the 
First Congregational church in Den- 
ver, 
Col., will be of interest to many 


local people. The sermon was preached 
last Sunday, and was Mr. Beach's first 
sermon m the church of which he has 
become pastor. Of Dr. Coyle, formerly 
pastor of the Congregational church 
here, he said: 


The last time that Dr. Coyle, your 


friend and mine, stood in this place he 
said: "As soon as I have time to re- 
sume and complete the special prepa- 
ration which was interrupted by my re- 
moval to Denver, I propose to begin to 
speak systematically and exhaustively 
upon the life and person of Jesus." And 
again: "Of so much importance do I 
deem it,"—and one is to remember that 
Dr. Coyle was profoundly interested, 
both theoretically and practically, in 
sociology and civics, which fact makes 
this dying expression of tys purpose 
the more remarkabl^—"Of so much 
importance do I deem it that this 
city know Jesus as a basis for the so- 
lution of the issues of its life, that I 
shall turn to discuss current questions 
only occasionally and incidently, as 
by way of paying my tax as a citizen 
for current expenses." 


Had that bright and shining light, 


so qu'ckly removed from your outward 
vision, remained, I venture to say, 
continuing this figure, that he would 
by this tirre have been your heaviest 
taxpayer-in these "directions; that, in 
short, there would have been no man 
in Denver nor in Colorado such a ter- 
ror to evildoers of every class, an£ 
such a praise to them that do well. 
But I cannot doubt that he would also 
have adhered to this so clearly and so 
solemnly avowed purpose, and that 
this city, as he so fervently desired, 
would by this time through his preach- 
ing and life, have .''known Jesus," as 
if one with the vehemence of Peter, 
with the tact and insight of Philip, 
and with the great heart of John, the 
son of thunder and also the beloved, 
had held Him forth. Why these two 
and cognate things were not permitted 
to be, is one of those mysteries which 
as Jesus said, we know not now, but 
shall know hereafter.

, It is not for one beginning—espec- 
ially after such illustrious predeces- 
sors— to enunciate his 
programme, 


further than to say that, in my own 
far different way, I have no other 
purpose in entering upon my duties 
here than "to speak * * • upon the 
life and person of Jesus." I Intend 
to do so, of course (the contrary would 
be suppressio veri), ever

tights in T-hich He is more and more 
revealing Himself in our time: but 
with, as I trust, always the temper, 
and the practical intent of those "Be- 
ginning's of the gospel" which have 
been before us this morning. The germ 
of all is there.
